OT SPRINGS, Ark., Sept 5.-—A fire which started in a negro 

cabin at 3,30 o’clock this afternoon was slowly burning out 
at the foot of West Mountain. the southern extremity of Hot 
Springs, at midnight, after reducing ¢o a smouldering imuass of 
wreckage an avea more than a mile long, and from seven to ten 
blocks wide in the eastern section of the city.. The monetary loss 
is roughly estimated at ten million dollars. 

Governor Hayes arrived in Hot Springs late tonight and 
probably will order a military patrol of the burned district  to- 
morrow morning. U. 8S. troops ate expected from Little Rock to 
add to the guard on the military reservation, 

In the path of the flames were manufacturing houses, hotels, 
and a nunber of the most pretentious residences, and public 
buildings which are in ashes. It is estimated that two thousand 
persons are homeless. 


No Fatalities Reported.
